2) Applicants proposed amending the independent claims, adding limitations for the damping means to overcome the 
35 USC 102(b) rejections in view of Okojima. The reference fails to teach any type of damping means. 

3) Applicants indicated they will challenge the combination of Okojima in view of Leung under 35 USC 103(a), as being - 
non-analogous. Examiner indicated that the combination may be analagous because the motivation is to replace one 
hinge structure with another type of hinge structure. 

4) Applicants indicated the motivation of placing the damped hinge structure on a cosmetic case is to prevent rapid 
opening of the lid which could jar loose any cosmetics or cosmetic brushes. Examiner indicated that such limitations 
are intended use and could not be the sole determinant of patentability. . 
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
